THE ANCIENT city of Sodom was 
the home of many Infamous 
practices, one of which Is

■sodomy.' According to the Bale. 
3.906 years ago this week, the 
once heavily populated region of 
the Dead Sea was reduced to ash 
by God, who rained Are and 
destruction on the city for its sins.

IN 1957, the "

Dear Paula First, I want to 
congratulate you on your goal 
It's a tough thing to do, but youH 
be healthier, happier ana live 
longer. 

While ifs true that some peo- 
ple gain weight when they stop 
smoking, for most its only a few 
pounds. Since nicotine isastbn- 
ulant, it speeds up the rate at 
which you burn calories. When 
you quit, you no longer have 
that advantage. Smoking also 
reduces yow appetite and sense 
of taste, so food usually tastes 
better toprmer smokers— and, 
since Ihey can't have a cigarette, 
they might eat a second helping 
or more dessert But if you stick 



with fruits, veggies and other 
low fbt foods — including gum 
— when you have the urge to 
light up, you should be fine. 

Personally, I just don't un- 
derstand the whole phenome- 
non There was once afire in 
the hay outside my stall and 
let me tell you — that was not 
a smell I'd want in my nose a 
couple of times a day!

poisoning bugs E. coli and S. 
aureus. Fortunately, experi- 
ence shows us that the 
chances of catching an illness 
from money are low. A large 
number of these germs would 
have to enter your skin to 
make you sick. Fortunately 
your skin resists being colo- 
nized or invaded by foreign 
bacteria. Its horny exterior 
makes a potent barrier, its sur- 
face is too dry or too acidic Jot 
many germs and its surface 
Otis possess anti-microbials. 
In general, these kinds of 



germs are more of an aesthetic 
concern, rather than health 
problem But you're not alone in 
your attitude. ATM machines in 
Japan press yenbetween rollers 
at 392 degrees to kill bacteria. 

As for myself, the only dis- 
ease 1 worry about comes from 
the flies I swat with my taH

TAHINX, South Pacific — As 
word of this little-known tropi- 
cal vacation spot gets out, the 
secluded beaches and empty, 
glistening bays will likely teem 
with eager — and hungry — 
sunbathers.

Merman theorized that years 
of chemical dumping from the 
nearby Slausen Spillway had 
caused the underwater flora to 
mutate into these ravenous 
Neptune flytraps, which he 
named after the Roman sea 
god. 

"They are definitely very, 
very dangerous." said Merman. 
"They have an appetite for any- 



thing that contains artificial 
chemical compounds. 1 fear for 
some of the garments beach- 
goers are wearing." 

Fortunately, a passing Coast 
Guard cutter solved the prob- 
lem in one stroke. 

"The Neptune flytraps tried 
to grab the vessel as it passed."

DURING a research expedition in 
the Amazon Basin, botanist 
Charles Warden discovered 
marshmaliows growing on root 
vines in the swamps. He collect- 
ed samples and planned to 
mass-produce these healthy 
sweets.

Over 60 
years ago. we participated 
in the creation of the Unit- 
ed Nations, a body designed 
as a forum to air grievances 
and prevent future wars. 

What we've gotten, instead, is 
a few good works — such as glob- 
al vaccinations and emergency 
aid relief — lost in a mind-numb- 
ing bureaucracy. 

The United Nations was 
formed in 1945 when a battle- I 
weary world vowed that genocide, 
nuclear conflict and war itself had 
no place in the modern worid That 
resolve lasted — oh, about four i 
>ears before Korea went all lo hell. ; 
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However, il took less than two 
years for the United States to 
start complaining about the 
growing paperwork and bureau- 
cracy. Today, we're still com- 
plaining. Secretary-General Ko8 
Annan and his bloat- 
ed office staff have 
talked of reforms, but 
they're so deeply tied 
up in red tape, they 
can't see their way 
clear to fixing the 
mess. 

The problem is the 
United Nations is no 
longer a peacekeep- 
ing, caregiving or- 
ganization. It Is, 
against its charter, a 
poItficaZ organization.
